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IL REMARKS 

Formal Matters 

Claims 1-27 are pending. Claims 1-27 were examined and were rejected. Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration of the application in view of the remarks made herein. 

Obviousness-type double patenting 

Claims 1-10 and 19-27 were rejected on the ground of non-statutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as unpatentable over claims 1-10 of U.S. Patent No. 6,354,516. Claims 11-14 were rejected on 
the ground of non-statutory obviousness-type double patenting as unpatentable over claims 1 1-14 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,354,516. Claims 15-1 8 were rejected on the ground of non-statutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as unpatentable over claims 15-18 of U.S. Patent No. 6,354,516. 

Applicants enclose herewith a terminal disclaimer, disclaiming patent term beyond the expiration 
date of U.S. Patent No. 6,354,516. Thus, this rejection of claims 1-27 may be withdrawn.
